DETAILED ACTION 

Amendment B, filed 2/26/03 has been entered. 

Amendment B overcomes claim rejections under 35 USC 102 and 103. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 4-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 12, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggests an image 
intensifier tube with a housing holding a photocathode, screen and a microchannel 
plate, with the support for the microchannel plate comprising a one-piece longitudinally 
extending cylindrical collar in the housing having longitudinally extending interior and 
exterior cylindrical surfaces which are parallel to each other along the entire length of 
the exterior cylindrical surface, the interior cylindrical surface but not the exterior 
cylindrical surface having a cylindrical recess indented so there are interior cylindrical 
portions on both sides of the recess and the microchannel plate is held in the recess 
and the cylindrical collar further having an annularly shaped base extending radially 
from the external cylindrical surface, in combination with other claim limitations. 

Regarding claims 4-1 1 and 13-14, dependence on a base claim and the reasons 
stated above.
